j!«l Xu Xndi« no 4otall«A atvidy of tfio teaolier odnonltton 
peoqtmam^ related exelttaively to the student teaohiSMj at the 
primary level# Iumi ever Iseen done by any agenoy involved in sueh 
aotlvities* Nut# some stray thoughts have been given in the 
past in few oonmisslen and Seminar Reports on eduoation in general 
or elementary teeehei^tralnlng prograime in partloular* However 
some of them have given suggestions about student tecMhing ptogra<*» 
wme« This ohapter presents the review of sueh literature avail'* 
able In the oountry« Zn additim# an attempt has bewi made tso 
briefly desorlbe the atudent teaching programme es followed in 
advanced oeuntriea of the world* Thia would holp to looate our 
weaknesses in an objective manner and help improving the preasnt 
atudent teaching prograsna for the elementary teachers* 

TO wags a war against the felling standards of Taaolher 
Sduaatlen#partiettlarly with the student teaching progranma# and 
to Improve the effeclency and general state of affairs thsougdi 
hettar methods and practices of organisation and suparvisiom of 
atudent teaching# setting aalde the stereotyped practices of 
prsctice»teachlng# had always been ths concern of agencies like 
tiCBRT and XATS* various commissions in the past have incorporated 
into their report suggestions for the improvement of teacher 
eduoation progrsmmas# at thia level# hut the administrators lost 
sight of the new dsmands of the profession# on this or that ground* 
ThsKofors* nothing construetiva was dons aaccept the scholarly «id 
acadwaic diaeussions msong learned circlea* Xn fact# no maideid 
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ohaB9* has oectursA in the patterns and preotieas that are beiaor 
fol lowed since the beginning of this oentnry* Bvea the responslbXe 
govemroents have failed to take notice of the elv&nging tides in 
the pattern of stedent teaching and Internship* ihe recent 
Idneatlon cosnsisaicnt U9d4«d6) has categorically poiatad out at 
different places that the provj,slon of atudent teaching should 
beeoms an integral part of all teachar education at all levels*

2«3 The dotnmission %fhile throwing light upon prevailing 
condition of student teaching observes thst *At present student 
tseehers are oennonly required to give a apaclf ic nuniber of 
isolated lessoiMi# many of idtlch ara often un^aupervised or ill* 
suparvlsed* Tha practice of continuous block teaching* the 
duration of idiidh varies from two to six weeks, is adopted 
only ««« in a few institutions and its organisation ^111 leaves 
much to be desired* «■« Moreover, this programns is very in* 
adequate eompared even to the present meeds of school*• <XO,4*3S*l) 
On the basis of the situstlon referred above the Sdusation 
Osmisslon makes a strong plea for improvement of practice 
teaching* and making it a comprehensive progrmtne of intern* 
ship* (to, 4*08, 4,08 *1)* 

2*4 The Oepartmant of Teacher Bduoatlon of the »» 
was set up in 1944 for the qualitative developmant in the field 
of teacher education* Xn IWd it decided to do something positive 
in the aree of studant leaching so that tha idiole programme of 
tea^r education may hs improved and strengthened* Jusueh* 
inutdd it organised on All India i^roparatory Seminar* for 
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AtuAant taaChln^ mS. avaluatlon* at Allahabad* in thin 8«ainar 
tba problam waa dlaeuasad In ita bxoadar aapeota and vaa danidad 
to atart aaminar^iaapiapoclcsbopa» in future* for the aaeondaxy 
taaehara in the first Flaee* and to ra«orient at laaat 4 to S 
teaehar aduaatora of aaeh and every aeeondary training oollagaa 
(tiCBRT**!!) * During the parioda that folloved* the departmant 
haa Bttooaaafully organised aendnarMsutfr-vorkabop on student taaoh* 
ing held at Varanasi* Calcutta# Chandigarh* Baroda* BhUbanaahwar* 
and friohur and haa ooverad all the states (NCBRT «• 73 to 37}« 

3*5 The reports of the different aemlnare are avaHable 
and cover the multiM»diiiians lonal problaas of tlM> etudent teaoMng 
progranme* An intelligent study of the reports give an insight 
into ths oonoapt* seope and purposes of student teaching togathsr 
with the suggeatloiui for improveiaant* Moreover* soma orlterla 
emd rating scales have also been evolved for the evaluation of 
practice lessons and supervision of student teaching progrsasMM* 
3*6 Vtotn the above details it is evident that the 
department is mainly oonoemed with the student teaching p»aigra>» 
nme in secondary training Inatitutlons* because such inatitutions 
era limited in nimiber to 375 only as against 1550 at i/Utm pr'lntaify 
level and are aanagable cm the one hand* vhile on the other it 
might have been thouOHt to control and improve the basic instil 
tutiens Vho are the feeder of educators at the primary training 
institution# Moreover* ths training colleges might be aacpaated 
to tadce the leadership in the field of teacher education and 
student teaching imgramms togathar with the universities in the 
li^t of the suggastione of the Bducatloa Oonmission# Msace* 
priority may be given to them* 
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2«7 The ixRpreveiMnt of teacher eawsetlon at the 
primary level, hail the oreasionel eoncera o£ the Department 
Teacher Sdeeation for the reasons given above* However, It 
followed the footwstepe of the Ministry of Bdn*3atlon» <Sovt« of 
India# and undertoolc a survey at All India bevel early in 198$ 
and the draft report was ready by 1968 and is under print ss 
"National Survey of Slenentary Education*« The main purpose off 
this survey was to rasks an assessment of the existing state off 
elementary teacher education in all its •qualitative and quantl<» 
tative^ aspects in each state and onion Territory* Ghaptor T off 
the report, deale with the practice of teaching# dsmonstratlen 
and criticism off lesson# supervision end organisation of praotioe 
teaching together with other inatruottonal programmes* Mo r eove r * 
suggestions for ixprovement in the student teaching prograioae 
have also be««i Inooroorated for future planning and Improvement 
In the programme* (MCKET » 28) » 

2«8 la the •aducation of Primary Taaohere in ladiu* «* 
report of the first national seminar (1961), a few worthwhile 
suggestions were given in relation to atudent teaehlng, l*e* elesm* 
room obs^'Cvatlon, organisation of sohool visits and followup* ohild 
study fcd.l€»wed by written reports and discussions* plonned 
ipracticsl work in relation to preetice teeohing# construotion cdf 
teeching aids, and suoh other related euggestlone on instruotlonal 
prograwmee ($)* 

2*9 A few years later* in 1963, the All Ibdia Seminar 
on Blausntary Teacherwtraining Programma in Its report (34), gave 
a detailed and muoh more valuable suggestlone* It pointed out the 
existing gulf between theory and practice end advocated for an

intttgratad approach* Ih docidad for the first tlmen In oXeara^dtat 
tams the objeotitaa that ought to be had for practice teaching# 
and suggastad imya for Inprovesicmt In the light of the existing 
anomallas* Beslasts# it gave an appraoitble suggestion of printing 
and publishing hend^iboole for tha planning and supervision of 
practlca tesohing In the aleinentary Institutions* ahich later on 
was again disovwaed and approved in tlte Half-yearly Conferenoe 
of tha state hnstituta of Sdncation <£lovesA9er 19S4)«

tharefore* ea are even today equipping our teaohM* trelneee with 
the old outmoded pedagegioal devloee iduloh are sure to lead them

2*ha origin of student teaching can he traced hcoX to 
many sources* including the schools maintainsd by the O'esult Order* 
the professional i»Mparetion of teachers begun at Besidow by 
Deaaau in 1774* and Pestalossi's Institute at Tverda* Switserland 
(Williaia* s*X*F« ) * The earliest nornal schools made provlslen 
for student beaching in the belief that the best way to leam how 
to teach was to have actual contact with children la a real 
teaching situation* But the modem practice of student teaching 
is the outooBM of experlment-ttlon and scientific develepnants 
In the field of edtmratlon; and educational technology* 

3*14 With the advent of Dewey's philosophy of 
experisiantalism in education and the est^^llslwient of his 
«Lahoratory Bohool'*|i to fulfill the contemporary need of clearly 
formulated alms in education* laying sometimes emcasslve emphaels 
on the role of individual experiences and on action in validating 
thoughts and practices* and on the principle of change in social 
life has greatly influenced Binsrica and other advanced oouiltries 
of tha world* new there may not be a single teacher preparing 
institution in these countries nhich do not provide individual 
oppo)lrtttnlty for practica teaching under tha supervision of one

There ate five training achools in the Dlatrlot ©f 
Saranf two aitnated in 8iwan« and one each at Bangra# SonepuTf and 
Thawe, One of these eehoola at Siwan is exoltmlvaly went lor 
women» whereas the rest are tor males only, TTS Siwan (males) 
and Thaw© were established in 1903 as Junior training sohools and 
later on were converted into senior hasio training sohool in 19S0,
